Jury Recommends Garrett School- 
boy to Mercy Of The Court. 


In the Allegany County Circuit Court 
at Cumberland on Saturday, to which 
county the case was removed from 
Garrett county by the defense, the jury 
in the case of the State of Maryland ys.

TOLD BY COUNT ERNST VON HELTZENDORFF TO WILLIAM LEQUEUX 


Relates How Kaiser 
Escaped Assassin 


EDITORIAL NOTE. — William Le- 
Queux, who here chronicles for his 
friend, Count Ernst von Heltzendorff 
the latter’s revelations of the inner 
life of the imperia] German court, has 
long been recognized throughout Eu- 
rope as the possessor of its innermost 
secrets, 

The English “Who's Who" says of 
him: “He has intimate knowledge of 
the secret service of Continental coun- 
tries and is considered by the govern- 
ment (of Great Britain) an authority on 
such matters.” Another authority « 
“Few people have been more closely 
sociated with or know more of the 
astounding inner machinery of Ger- 
many than he.” 

LeQueux probably has more sources 
of secret information at his command 
than any contemporary in civil life, and

Count von Heltzendorff became an tn-

Non-Glaring Lens—If, on the other 
hand, the motorist does not care to 
bend his lamp brackets he must proceed 
as follows, in order to comply with the 
law: 

Brackets—See that the head- 
light lamp brackets are not bent, so 
that the axis of the front of the head- 
lamp, when mounted on the brackets 
and measured up and down and from 
side to side, will be perpendicular and 
horizontal respectively to the leyel sur- 
face upon which the car stands. 

2nd, Bulbs—See that the electric 
bulbs in the head-lamps are both of the 
game candle power, and preferably of 
the same manufacture. 

8rd. Focus—See that the 
bulbs in the head-lamps are 
fozused.

Queux received from the crown prince's 
late personal adjutant permission to 
make public these revelations of the 
fmner life of the Hohenzollerns—that 
the democracies of the world might 
come to know the real, but heretofore 
hidden, personalities of the two domt- 
mant members of the autocracy they are 
wow arrayed against.

There is, how- 
ever, one group of mushrooms that is 
This is the group 
of Amanitas, says W. W. Robbins of 
the Colorado Agricultural college, 
There are a number of species of 
Amanita, all of which are deadly pois- 
onous. The deadly Amanitas have 
white gills, a ring about the stem just 
beneath the cap, and a cup or scales 
at the base of the stem. 

Do not place any reliance in the 
many popular and traditional tests of 
poisonous or edible These 
tests are entirely w The dis- 
coloration of a silver spoou; sinking 
in water; or brilliant coloratlion—are 
no indication of cither pofsonous or 
edible qualities. Furthermore, the 
notion that polsonmus mushrooms can 
be rendered harmless by boiling tn 
water and then washing thoroughly fn 
cold water fs erroneous. 

One can casily become familiar with 
a few edible kinds of mushrooms, 
There are many of these springing up 
{fn our lawns, dooryards and along 
fences. One may feel absolutely safe 
in using all those mushrooms having 
black gills which dissolve with age 
into an inky mass. These, of course 
must be eaten before turning black, 
but usually several stages of ripening 
will be found m the same clump or 
group of individuals, so that identifi- 
cation can be made, Among these 
black gill species are the “shaggy 
mane,” with a more or less bell-shaped, 
creamy-white cap which becomes shag-

Commission Is Apprehensive Con- 
cerning the Future 

To the Editor of The Republican, Oak 

land, Md 

Deak Sik: There has been introduc 
ed in Congress a bill, known as thr 
Adamson Bill, which is the same one 
that appeared in the spring of 1916. 
This bill has for its purpose the abolish- 
ment of the license fees charged the 
residents of the District of Columbia by 
the State of Maryland for the privilege 
of using its roads. 

Last year we received from Washing- 
ton licenses $86,988.76 for pneumatic 
tire vehicles and 3,088.50 for solid tire 
vehicles or trucks, making a total of 
$90,077.26. We shall expend $100,000 


this year in maintaining the roads in the | 


two counties bordering on the district 
of Columbia, and the Washington 


| Bouleyard. 


The money received from the automo- 


| mobile dicenses is the only money which 


we receive to maintain our State road 
system, the Legislature of 1916 haying 


| removed the one cent State tax, which

The Resolution appointing the Com- 
mittee authorized the Committee to fill 
any vacancy that might occur in its 
membership and to appoint an addition- 
al member from the Curtiss Bay and 
Srooklyn District.

At 
the fourth meeting, on March 2ist, the 
Committee completed their tentative 
draft of the Bill and gaye notice 
through the newspapers that the tenta 
tive draft had been completed and 
printed; that any one desiring a copy 
could obtain one, and that the Com- 
mittee would meet on March 28th, at 
the League Headquarters, at 3P. M., 
to consider any suggestions or criticisms 
any one might offer personally or by 
letter. The Committee met for further 
public hearings on April 4th, 13th and 
20th.

NO REASON FOR A REFERENDUM 

Phere was no reason forgiving to the 
people in the territory immediately sur- 
rounding the City a veto power upon 
the progress and development of the 
City, and when, after the passage of 
the Act of 1 , the Court of Appeals 
decided that the Constitution did not so 
require, the way was cleared tor pro- 
ceedings upon logical principles. These 
principles demand that a matter which 
so vitally involves the welfare of the 
entire State as the growth ahd develop 
ment of its chief city and harbor should 
be finally decided by the representatives 
of the people of the entire State, viz: 
the Legislature; and that the will of 
the State so expressed should not be 
subject to be vetoed or thwarted by a 
bare mjority of the comparatively few 
people of the State living in the ter- 
ritory proposed to be added to the 
City. 

Your Committee, therefore, have per- 
pared the Bill, to become effective upon 
being passed by the Legislature, so that 
the City limits will be extended by the 
Actof the Legislature, without any 
referendum, just as the hmits of 
Hagerstown, Frederick, Cumberland 
and other cities of the State have been 
extended, and as the limits of Baltimore 
City, five times in its history, were ex- 
tended. The only Acts, in the history 
of the State, extending the limits of a 
city or town ever submitted to a refer- 
endum, were the Act of 1874,'attempt- 
ing to extend the limits of Baltimore 
City, when the will of the Legislature 
was thwarted by the adverse vote of a 
majority of the people in the territory 
proposed to be added, and the Act of 
1888, when the wise purpose of extend- 
ing the City on three sides was nullified 
by the adverse vote of a majority of 
the Eastern section, with the result 
that the development in the territory to 
the east has beem hampered and re- 
tarded as compared with the develop- 
ment to the north and west of the City 
limits as they existed prior to 1888. 

These two Acts were passed under a 
mistaken yiew as to the requirements 
of the Constitution, and as that mis- 
take has been cleared away by the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals, the Com-

What We Know. 


The Bible is the wonderful of 
books. It contains subjects so deep 
that the wisdom of man cannot fathom 
fully comprehend them; and with all 
the learning of the ripest scholars they 
are unable to fathom its mysteries or to 
speak positively as to the precise mean- 
ing of some of these scriptures: In the 
Revelation for example, future events 
are foreshadowed in such language and 
are symbolized by such peculiar figures 
that we are mystified but consecrated 
Christian scholarship has been able to 
unlock the door of this mysterious 
chamber. Many enigmas are there 
which cannot be satisfactorily solyed 
at least toalil.

In 
humanity we fall before Him, con- 
strained to admit that now we see 


through a glass darkly, and our finite 
minds cannot ccmprehend the ways of 
the Almighty nor sound the deep 
things of God. However it is a com- 
fort to know that these mysteries are 
not connected with the things essential 
to our salvation. The plan is clearly 
revealed; the way isso plain that the 


wayfaring may not err and he mey 
run that readeth it.’’ The glorious 
truths essential for the salvation of 


men or for the edification of saints, are 
not enyeloped in mystery. Allis clear 
in this field—clear as the sun in its noon 
day splendor. The way tothe city of 
refuge is kept clear, marks show the 
way so that the stricken soul may not 


mistake the way. The way to the 
celestial city is marked by so many 
clear and striking passages that only 


those who are willfully stubborn fail to 
keep the road. 

Some things we cannot know so long 
as we are in the flesh—only the light of 
eternity can reyeal it, but that we may 


count some of the certainties and be 
thankful for them, let us notice some 
of the things we may affirm on the 
authority of the Bible that we know.

From this outline the Four-Minute | 
Man makes his speech, which is usual- 
ly from five hundred to seven hundred 
words long. It usually starts something 
like this: ‘‘Ladies and Gentlemen: The 
time has come when the American peo- 
ple should know in this war who their 
realenemy is and what we are up 
against in a struggle which will deter-| 
mine the whole future of this country. 
By the courtesy of the management of 
this theatre I am going to talk with you 
a few minutes on that subject.’’ 

The last sentence of this paragraph, 
by the way, needs afew works of ex- 
planation. The moving picture the- 
atres are cooperating with the Four- 
Minute Men in every way possible. 
They offer their theatres and their aud- 
iences to the Four- Minute Men free of 
charge, simply to show that they are 
patriotic citizens anxious to turther the 
cause of the war as far as they are able. 
Very few movie men have refused the 
courtesy, althought perhaps those few 
are to be excused on the grounds that 
they have suffered from the effects of 
former generosity. 

When the Liberty Loan was being 
floated, moving picture men offered 
their theatres to government campaig- 
ners who had not been imbued with the 
four-minute idea. They made long 
speeches to the people in their zeal for 
inspiring subscriptions, and as a result 
the people yawned, fidgeted and finally

The Four-Minute Men 


By Frederick J. Haskin. 





A new war organization, known as 
the Four-Minute Speakers has recently | 
been formed under the auspices of the 
government for the purpose of arousing 
patriotism throughout the country. 

Four-Minute Men, like the Minute 
Men of '76, are patriots organized to 
meet an emergency, but they are 
disciples of Patrick Henry rather than | 
Ethan Allen. Their task is to arouse 
interest in the war by making speeches 
about it speeches strictly limited, 
confined and restricted to four minutes. 

Maybe you consider that a simple 
task? Well, it seems that it isn’t. The 
organization has had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in procuring men who could make 
a speech in four minutes. Many men 
who are splendid speakers, if they haye 
plenty of time in which to tell stories 
and get up steam, cannot make good on 
a four-minute speech at all. And yet 
the four-minute feature is absolutely 
essential to the success of the organiza- 
tion. 

For the Four-Minute Men speak in 
moving picture theatres, At the 
end of the big feature, an American 
flag is thrown on the screen to attract 
the audience. Immediately follows a 
large-lettered announcement that Mr. 
So-and-So ‘‘will speak for tour minutes | 
on a subject of national importance. He | 
speaks under the authority of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information, Wash- 
ington, D. c.’’ This saves time in in- 
troductions, which the organization dis- 
likes for the reason that the introducer 
is always tempted to make a speech 
himself that is apt to string itself out 
and tire the audience. And the audience 
must not be tired. That is the basic 
principle of the four-minute idea.

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SAVING TOMATO SEED ON THE 
FARM 


College Park, Aug. 30.—It is the cus 
tom with tomato growers to buy their 
peed from the market. This has been 
one, but often times with consider- 
able loss to the grower. The seed, of 
@ourse, can be secured in this way at 
little cost, which no doubt, has appeal- 
ed to the growers more than anything 
@jse; however, there is another con- 
g@ideration in this connection. The 
geed bought upon open market may 
Pave come, and often does come from 
_ that are more or less diseased. 

@ plants may not only be diseased, 
ut they are in many cases weak and 
amprolific. This is especially true of 
geed that is saved from the general 
run of tomatoes at the canning houses 
and hundreds of pounds of seed are 
paved every year by this method. 


A much. better way to secure good 
tomate seed is to save it from the best 
plants in the fleld. This oan be done 
by marking the plants with a stake 
mbout the time they begin to ripen 
fruit and by gathering the fruit from 
the marked hills separately. This seed 


és squeezed out into a barrel or the | 


whole fruit of the tomatoes them- 
selves placed in the barrel and crush- 
ed, after which water is added to the 
eontents, and allowed to stand for two 
or three days, or until fermentation 
takes place, at which time the pulp 
will rise and the seed will sink to the 
bottom. The water is then poured off, 
together with whatever pulp may be 
removed with the water, and a fresh 
e@upply of water added. After stirring 
the contents, allow it to settle and 
pour off again. This may be repeated 
until the seed is fairly clean, after 
which it is removed and spread out to 
@ry in a place where birds and mic« 
cannot feed upon it. 

Some of the canners of the State are 
co-operating in this good work by pay- 
ing either the usual price or within a 
few cents of the usual price for the 
geed tomatoes, and still allow the 
grower to take home with him the 
seed.

TREATING WHEAT SEED FOR 
DISEASES 


College Park, Sept. 6.—An inspec- 
tion of wheat fields during the month 
of June in several counties of Mary- 
land revealed the fact that consider- 


able loss was being oaused by certain | 


diseases such as Smut and Scab, which 
may in a large measure be controlled 
by applying certain preventive meas- 
ures. These diseases are caused by 
small parasitic organisms which enter 
the wheat plant, and weaken it, so that 
it is unable to form its grain in the 
usual way. One of these diseases, 
known as Bunt or stinking smut, is 
readily controlled by treating the seed 
with Formalin, 1 pint to 40 gallons of 
water. The water may be emersed in 
the Formalin Solution for ten min- 
utes, during which time the grain is 


| Stirred or shaken to drive off all the | 
air; so that the solution will penetrate 


the grooves of the grains, and also 
allow the chaffy kernels to rise. These 
should be skimmed off. The wheat is 
then spread out to dry, after whieh it 
may be sown or stored until sowing 
time. 

Or the wheat may be spread out on 
the floor and sprinkled with the 
Formalin solution, after which it is 
scooped over and sprinkled again. 
This is repeated until all of the 
berries are wet with the solution, after 
which the pile of grain is covered over 
with burlap bags or canvas, and al- 
lowed to stand from five to ten houra. 
The grain is then spread out to dry 
as directed above 

he Maryland State College is plan- 
ning to demonstrate this method of 
treatment in every community of the 
State this fall where wheat is grown 
Anyone interested in having a demon- 
stration on his farm, should mention 
the fact to his County Agent. The 
demonstrations will be started about 
August 15th, and continued for two 
months. 

A big difference has been observed

SUBGRADE FOR THE SURFACE 





Some of Most Important Detajis Re- 
quiring Careful Attention Are Fre- 
quently Overlooked — Some 
Precautions to Observe. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


| Figure 1 shows a typical cross sec- 
tion for a gravel-road surface and in- 
| dicates the customary steps Involved 
in the construction of such a surface. 
The limiting thicknesses shown on this 
cross section are by no means followed 
universally, but are believed to repre- 
sent the best current practice. The 
minimum thickness shown is supposed 
to be employed where the traffic is 


light and the subgrade is uniformly 
stable, while the maximum thickness 
is adapted for opposite conditions, 





Perhaps the most usual compacted 
thickness of surface Is eight inches at 
the center and six inches at the edges.

Game should be abundant 
enough in this country so that every 
man who liked the outdoors could have 
his days afield and his share of the 
game without the expense of a long 
journey or of belonging to a club which 
maintains a game preserve. The tar 
corners of the wilderness and the game 
preseryes are the only places where any 
wild life will remain ina few years if 
the cause of protection is neglected. 

These are the facts which the Wild 
Life Protection Fund is trying to bring 
bome to the American people. Apathy 
and failure to realize the facts are the 
difficulties encountered. 

Between 3,000,000 and 5,000,000 men 
go hunting in the United States every 
year. Once a hunter, always a hunter. 
There is not one of these men but wants 
the sport to continue and wants his son 
to enjoy it, too. These men cannot fail 
to observe that the game is decreasing 
year by year, but most of them do not 
realize how widespread and rapid the 
decrease is, that nothing but concerted 
action all oyer the United States can 
stop it.

In London 
the American Y. M. C. A. nas erected 
a large building for our soldiers and @ 
tlubhouse for American officers. 

There are Y. M. C. A. dugouts right 
behind the front Mne trenches, where 
the soldiers can get hot drinks, crack- 
ers and other comforts at all hours 

Over 2,000 men who had been reject- 
ed on account of physical disability 
have been able to get into the British 
army by reason of the physical work 
of the British Y. M. C. A. 

A fleet of motor cars leaves the big 
¥. M. C. A. headquarters in London at 
midnight every night to pick up sol- 
diers who are wandering about the 
streets without any wholesome lodging 
in which to spend the night. These 
cars are operated by Englishwomen 
of position and refinement, who report 
that they never meet any discourtesy 
at the hands of the soldiers. The im- 
portance of this service can be estt- 
mated by the fact that at least 50,000 
soldiers are on leave in London every 
week. Over half of these sleep in Y.
